— The West 
Coast lumber market price is strong 
for nearly all major divisions, par¬ 
ticularly in the rail trade, although 
the East le battling vigorously 
against an advance.

There' Is no 
bloc buying, neither are string car¬ 
loads selling as In past years, but the 
trade is e4Mtr*ly on replacement, 
largely of mixed cars, with demand 
for spot londtng and car numbers.

Best au¬ 
thorities are under the impression 
that demand will be active for sixty 
to ninety days, or during the Spring 
building season. There is also the 
menace of increasing production and 
lower prices, which could occur at 
any time under present condition* 

There is no doubt that the scar¬ 
city of ocean tonnage and firm and 
rising freight rates are weakening 
the offshore market. Buyers of 
Australia, Japan, the United King¬ 
dom and the continent, which al¬ 
ways major foreign .lumber demand, 
are apparently well satisfied with 
the f. a. s. price, but are battling 
against the transportation charges. 
Already several cargo mills, due to 
lack of steamship space, report ac¬ 
cumulations - In the psst few years 
lumber exporters have depended 
heavily on Japanese "tramp” bot¬ 
toms to ease the supply and prevent 
strong freight rates.

All hav« boon taken fmm shelves 
of locul bookstores despite tbe fact 
that the sellers believe the police 
have erred In their choice of several 
volumes. Hales would not be re¬ 
sumed. it was said, until the Individ¬ 
ual publisher* hud Indicated willing¬ 
ness to assume full responsibility for 
what might happen In the courts.
